Power to Close Liquor Houses 


Independent Candidates Address Large Mecting at New Empire! 


Alderman Adair Deals with Statement of Attorney- 
General—Hints at Separation Among Government Candidates 


There was a large atidience at the 
New Pmpire theatre on Friday night, 
to hea: th® eddreas of the Independ- 
ent candidates now contesting the Ed 
monton seate in the provincial olec- 
thon Interest of the evening was 
mainiy centered in the remarks of 
Ald. J. A. Adair, concerning the ad-! 
ministration of the liquor act by the 
attorner-general, Hon, J. R. Boyle, 
and the denial of the attorney-general 
hat all the bonded warehouses are 
under his control 

In the first piace Ald Adair 
quoted the statement made the | 
Hon. J. R. Boy’e to the effect that al! | 
the bonded warehouses would be gone 
before morning if he had the power 

Proceeding. the speaker that 
Mr. Boyle had the powe was 
vested with complete power to eup- 
press and eliminate all bonded ware- 
houses in the province by the simple 
process of shutting them down, and 
he had had that power since 3ist De- | 
cember, 1916. 

Mr. Adair’s Contention 

To prove his statement, Ald. Adair 
Produce! and read a custome order 
of the date, which applies to districts 
where prohibition ts in force This 
read as follows: 

“Department of Customs, Canada, 
Ottawa, 24th November, 1916—To col- 
fector of customs, Port of Edmonton 
Alta.—Warehousing f intoxicating 
beverages to be discontinued 8let De- 
cember, 1916, in provinces and dis- 
tricts where provincial prohibRory 
laws are in force 

By order of the minister of cus- 
toms, permission for the entry of in- 
toxicating ‘beverages in customs bond- 
ed warehouses of class 2 and 3 is with- 
drawn, and ceases to be in effect from 
Bist December, 1916, in all provinces 
and districts of Canada where the sale 
of intoxicating liquors is prohibited 
under provincial law, unless the im- 
porter obtains and delivers to you the| 
written consent of the proper pro- | 
vincial author?ties that such liquor | 
may be kept in the customs bonded | 
Warehouse in such written consent. 

You are instructed to give notice 
@ccordingly te proprietors of bonded 
vareho uses and imperte.s concerned 
at your port and outposts—Commis- 
sioner of Customs.” | 

This, said Ald. Adair, proved that 
the attorney-genmeral must give con- 
sent to the storage of liquor. 

Warchouses in EXimonton - | 

Continuing his argumem, Ald. 
Adair said that he meant to adequate- 
ly prove that the attorney-general | 
was responsible, and that his denial 
was not correct. He then produced 
returns made to the Dominion house 
at Ottawa in answer to a number of 
questions concerning the edministra- 
tion of the liquor act in Afberta, These 
returns gaye the number of the bond- 
ed and other warehouses in Bdmon- 
ton. The speaker drew the attention | 
of his hearer <o the main point of | 
the whole, thé statement that the 
warehouses were established under 
the “written consent of the proper 
provincial authorities.” In this cuse, | 
he said, the proper authority was the | 
attorney-general.

Long Distance Service is 
Now Classified 


The Classifications on Long Distance telephone calls, 
which went into effect at midnight on June 10th, 1921, are 
of interest to all users of that service 


Station-to-Station Service 


Station-to-Station Service should be used when you are 
willing to talk to ANYONE at a distant telephone—that is. 
when you do not need to get a particular person on the line. 


Person-to-Person Service 


When you make a eal! specifying that conversation is 
desired with a particular person at a given number, Person 
to-Person Service is used. 


As this service requires greater operating labor and cir- 
enit time than a Station-to-Station call, the rate is about 
25% greater. 


Appointment and Messenger Service, Including 
Written Messages and Telegrams 


Appointment calls and Messenger calls, including Writ- 
ten Messages and Telegrams, are special kinds of Person- 
to-Person calls. 


An APPOINTMENT CALL rate, which is about 50 per 
cent. higher than the Station-to-Station rate, is quoted for 
service when an Appointment is made by the calling party 
to talk at a particular time 


When a person who does not have a telephone is called 
over Long Distance, and a messenger must be sent to sum- 
mon the party to the telephone, the MESSENGER CALL 
rate. which is about 50 per cent. higher than the Station- 
toStation rate, is charged; and to this is added the neces- 
sary Messenger charges. 


Written Messages and Telegrams will be transmitted 
over the Department's Long Distance lines, when required, 
as an added convenience and accommodation to its sub 
seribers and patrons. This class of service is desizned for 
use with outlying offices without telegraph connection. 


Owing to the amqunt of operating labor involved in 
transmitting and repeating such messages, coupled with 
the expense in the use of the Toll-operating facilities in 
handling this class of service, Written Messages and Tele-. 
grams will take the same Classification and Rates as Ap- 
pointment and Messenger calls, and to this must be added 
the Messenger charges, if any 


The Report Charge 


When you place a cal! for a particular person or per- 
sons, and for any reason they cannot be reached the same 
day at the address given, or will not talk. or if you make 
a call and you are not ready to talk when the other person 
is ready within an hour, a REPORT CHARGE is made. 
The Report Charge is about one-fourth of the Station-to- 
Station day rate. It is intended to cover part of our ex- 
pense of handlimg the uncompleted call. 


Special Evening and Night Rates 


The EVENENG rate. between 8-30 p.m. and 12 mid 
night, on Station-to-Station calls, is about one-half the Day 
rate. The NIGHT rate, between midnight and 4:30 a.m, is 
about one-fourth the Day Station-to-Station rate. 


However, no Evening or Night rates are quoted on 
Btation-to-Station cals] where the Day rate is less than 25 
cents, On such short-haul calls the Day rate applies. For 


longer distances special Evéning and Night rates are. 
quoted 
Because it is difficult to reach particular persons at 


night when many are away from their homes and places 
of business: there are no special Evening or Night rates 
quoted for Person-to-Person calls. They apply only on 
Station-to-Station calls
